WASHINGTON (AP)-A pro¬ 
posal to withhold financing by 
the Export-Import Bank has 
put at least a temporary 
damper on the proposed sale of 
L’.S. wheat to the Soviet Union, • 
commerce department officials 
Said Monday. 

A measure to put strict limits 
on insurance through the Ex¬ 
port-Import Bank will be taken 
tip by the Senate in about a 
week It was proposed by Sen¬ 
ator Carl Mundt (Rep. S.D.). 

Meanwhile, commerce depart¬ 
ment officials and [Train dealers 
could offer no confirmation for 
rumors that the Soviet negotia¬ 
tors had decided to approach 
Canada in an effort to obtain 
the wheat. 

The Export-Import Bank, a 
U.S. government agency, often 
Insures payment on interna¬ 
tional transaction* in an effort 
to stimulate trade. It gave this 
support on recent sales of about 
300,000 tons of wheat to Hun¬ 
gary, but commerce depart¬ 
ment 'officials said these sales 
were negotiated before the pro¬ 
posed withholding of Export- 
Import Rank participation.

npHE thousands of boys who revel in sports involv- 
1 ing physical contact won't like the view of a 
Boston physician who says these game* are poor 
preparation for a fuller adult life. 

He prefers that they ahould take up table tennis, 
golf, go fishing or play chess, and the like, rather than 
risk the sprained knee* and bruises that follow games 
like football. 

A* a physician perhaps he takes a dim view of 
these minor hurts but most youths brush them off as 
of no consequence. Without prejudice to the other 
games he mentions, also, physical contact sports 
harden a boy and teach him to take the bumps. 
And these have the corollary that adult Ufe is full of 
humps, which if not physical are complementary to 
the mental acceptance of hard knocks. 

As it happens boys who play football, and ice 
hockey may be added lo Ihe contact list, often indulge 
in golf, tennis, fishing, and other interests in addition. 
The sports-minded youth is usually versatile in his 
enthusiasms. 

The regret might come if a boy is too obsessed 
With sport to the detriment of his studies, but in fact 
some of the best students are to be found in the ranks 
of the best athletes. Mind and body often go hand in 
hand 

The Boston men believes that the less rugged 
sports better develop the ability to think under pres¬ 
sure, but this is highly debatable. Strenuous games 
call for equal resilience ami in fact the pressures in¬ 
volved may stimulate the reaction* even more so. 

Without prejudice tQ any sport, also, those which 
embrace physical contact do tend to develop the man¬ 
hood of which physical struggle is always a part. 

The physician says further that “a man needs 
muscle enough to shake hands, a head enough to take 
a martini, a digestive tract to take anything, and a 
system that can go without sleep.” 

leaving aside the martini, which could be left out 
of the program entirely without weakening the prepa¬ 
ration for a full adult life, contact sports would seem 
to give him just the muscle and digestion he advocates. 

It ia true that a hard physical game might induce 
sleep rather than repel it, but surely it is better for 
the system to be trained lo sleep well than to stay 
awake at nights.

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Garden Notes 
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Lime Generously 


B> M. V. < HKSM T, IRHS 

One of the most essential de¬ 
menti in the diet of man? beasi and 
plant is calcium. It is the principle 
ingredient in the formation of* hones 
and teeth and plays an important 
part in the regulation of the heart 
beat and in the clot tang of the blood. 
Babies get it from milk; the cows 
get it from the herbage they eat. the 
pasture grasses get it from limestone 
particles in the soil. When there isn't 
enough calcium in the soil to suppoi t 
healthy plant growth, the farmer ap¬ 
plies a dressing of lime in one form 
or another 

Most soils and crop* in our part 
of the world inquire lime to a greater 
or lesser degree, and as a rule, the 
vegetable plot needs liming more 
than the flowers or shrubs, for edible 
plants must supply the body-building 
calcium for man and beast. 


Exaept in rather rare cases, a spe¬ 
cial application of lime is seldom 
needed when ground is being pre¬ 
pared for shrubs, as most of them 
grow best In somewhat add sod!. 
Nearly all the shrubs we grow in our 
gardens were originally part of the 
undergrowth in tlteir native forest 
glades, living in soil naturally rn 
riched with fallen leaves and twigs.

'The leafy vegetable*, on the other 
^and. are great lime lovers, as are 
quite a few of our perennial flowers 

In a ea* of high rainfall such as 
ours. It Is generally necessary to 
apply a generous dressing of lithe 
when starting a new garden, prefei- 
ahlv in frequent imiall doses rather 
than In one heavy dressing. 

* * * 

If. for instance, you are starting a 
garden on a piece of virgin meadow, 
dress it before you start to dig. apply¬ 
ing one cupful of hydrated lime per 
square yard. Turn the weed* and 
turf, grass side down. % tnto your dig¬ 
ging french as you work, and when 
the whble job la completed, rmke a 
similar dosage into the surface soil. 

For gardening use, lime is avail¬ 
able in three forms: quicklime, hy¬ 
drated lime, and pulverized limestone. 

Quicklime, the stuff builders use 
in making plaster for walls, is hot 
and corrosive in action and somewhat 
dangerous to handle because of the 
possibility of Burns and eye inturie* 
when this caustic powder is blown 
around In the wind. It has its uses, 
-though, on soil which is badly in¬ 
fested with wireworms. slugs and 
similar underground pests, and i<» 
burning action makes it a first-class 
cleanser orr new plot*. 


Hydrated lime is much milder. 
Tins is quicklime which has been 
slaked with water, and this is what 
you get oidinanly when you ask for 
■garden lime.’’ It t* a pure white, 
finely ground powder, worth around 
three cents per pound in 30-pound 
lots, and -It should be raked into the 
soil immediately after application. 
it ha* a tendency to cake on the sur¬ 
face after ram. 


Pul veil zed limestone is aimply 
ground-up limestone rock. It is mild 
and very slow acting, but by the |Mma 
token, it lasts much longer m the soil 
than the more concentrated kind* of 
lime. Its gritty quality is moat useful, 
too. for lightening the sticky, heavy 
texture of clay soils. It is the cheap¬ 
est form of lime to buy, running 
around Jt.25 per 100 pounds, hut 
more of It is needed to supply th# 
same amount of calcium. 

It Is well to remember that soil 
can be over Mmed as well as under¬ 
limed. for too much of a good thing 
upsets the delicate balance of the soil. 
Among other unpleasant conse 
quernes too much kme locks up tit# 
iron In the soil in an insoluble form 
so the plant roots can't get at it, 
where upoti the plant foliage turns 
pale and anaemic through lack of 
in>n.
